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I. While it has been suggested that a John Doe or Grand 
Jury proceeding be instituted in connection with the Isidore 
Pogrob slaying, it seems best, for the present, to let our local 
` police and Chief Mielke of the Mequon Police Department pursue 
their investigation unimpeded. 

These agencies are competent and capable and the people 
of this metropolitan area can be assured that all that can be 
done in a case of this nature is being done by them am done well. 
They are now engaged. in acquiring, sifting and analyzing eviden- 
tiary facts, a time con suming, often exasperating but vital phase 
of police investigation. Many of the facts uncovered саплођ be 
revealed at this time for to do so might endanger the investiga- 
tion, injure the public interest and be helpful only to the 
guilty parties. 

For investigative pur poses police techniques are much 
more flexible than either Grand Jury or John Doe proceedings. 
Furthermore, the latter should be resorted to when enforcement 
agencies are in a position to present thereto established facts 
which will ultimately satisfy the legal requirements essential 
фо a successful prosecution. 

We here in Milwaukee County are morally and legally 
interested, for while the murder appears to have been committed 
in Ozaukee County, it seems obvious that the motive is to be 
sought here. For this reason, no stone will be left unturned, 
and, if in the course of, or following, the police investigation 
a Grand Jury or John Doe is deemed necessary the public can rest 


assured that the proper steps will be taken to procure same.

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Tips to Police Fade x 
Year After Slaying 


Police Have Rün ‘Out vestigated, but to no avail, was 


of ‘Leads. to Follow 
on ‘Gang’ Killing of 
Izzy Pogrob 


Just a year ago last Friday, 
320 pound Isadore (Izzy) Pog- 
rob, 37, entered his white Cadil- 
lac convertible after an early 
morning breakfast at the Bel- 
mont hotel coffee shop. His 
body, blindfolded and shot nine 
times, was found the next after- 
noon in а Mequon ditch. ` 

Today, after 12 months of соп- 
stant investigation, police still 
are baffled by his slaying. That 
Pogrob was a victim of pang- 
land vengeance seems obvious. 
But why he was killed remains 
unanswered. 

According to detectives, the 
` fact that Pogrob was shot by 
guns of two different calibers 
would indicate that at least two 
gunmen accompanied him on his 
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Isadore e Pogrob 


last ride and that his murder 
was something that was planned 
and not a crime of passion. 

As owner of the Brass Rail 
night club, 744 N. 3rd st., Pogrob 
was rumored to be involved in 
several things that might have 
caused him to be a target of 
gangland guns. 


“Hot” Whisky Cools | 


There were reports of “hot” 
whisky and cigaret dealings. 
Agents checked the liquor stock 
in Pogrob's night club and Jack's 
liquor store, 608 N, 3rd st., 
which he also owned, bottle by 
bottle. But their efforts showed 
no trace of illegally manufac- 
tured or hijacked liquor. 

Detectives investigated  re- 
ports that Pogrob might have 
been involved with syndicate 
gambling, but all evidence point- 
ed up the fact that Pogrob gam- 
bled only occasionalty and mod- 
erately. 

Another theory that was in- 





that Pogrob had not paid bills 
for talent he used in his night 
club. Until some months before 
his death, the Brass Rail had pre 
sented name bands at weekiy 
costs that ran into several thou- 
sands of dollars. Pogrob соп- 


verted the Brass Rail before his 


death into a strip tease club, but 
the costs still were high. . 
Detective Capt. Adrian Мег- 
shon, of the police department's 
special assignment (hoodlum) 
squad, concedes that police now 
are without any promising leads 
in the slaying. | 
Speeding Cadillac Seen 
Until a few weeks ago, he. 
said, police frequently received | 
tips, each of which was followed: 
diligently. But, now, the tips 
have run out and police have no 
leads that have. not been in- 
vestigated. ' | 
Pogrob’s own white Cadillac 
and a brown Cadillac, reportedly 


seen by a deputy sheriff speed- 
ing to Milwaukee from Mequon 
on the morning of Pogrob's slay- 
ing, figured prominently in the 
investigation. 

But, according to Mershon, 
every Cadillac registered in Wis- 
consin has been checked out, 
without results. 

Cadillacs. also had figured in 
two other gangland type slay- 
ings here. They were the mur- 
ders of John Di Trapani, 40, Mil- 
waukee tavern owner, and of 
Jack Enea, 46, a minor Milwau; 
kee hoodlum. These slayings; 
too, remain unsolved despite un; 
ceasing detective work that be- 
gan in 1954. 

But despite the fact that they 
admit that the chances of catch- 
ing Pogrob's killers appear slim, 
detectives still are not willing to 
write off his murder as un- 
solved. 


Linked to Another 


“Any time there is a lead at 
all we'll follow it," one officer | 
said. 

One clue that still interests of- | 
ficers is a possible link between | 
the murder of Pogrob and the 
slaying three weeks earlier at 
Peoria, Ill., of Mrs. Christina! 
Calligaro, 22 year old show girl. 

Mrs. Calligaro, under her 
stage name of Brenda Bay, 
danced at the Brass Rail here for 
eight weeks before going to 
Peoria. She was slain on the 
night she was to have opened in 
Peoria's most notorious night 
club. 

Milwaukee police recently 
turned up an important witness 
in the Calligaro case, but it also 
is still unsolved. . 

The witness, a former prize 
fighter living in Milwaukee, was 
a bouncer in the Peoria club 
when Mrs. Calligaro reported 
there for work. Не told of a bit- 
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сег argument which resulted in 
her being fired just before her 
opening number and of meeting 
her and another performer later 
at a Peoria tavern, just an hour 
before she left in an automobile 
to ride to her death. 


Known as Tough 


The witness also told of meet- 
ing in Peoria a man he described 
as a professional killer. Peoria 
police said that they knew the 
man named as “а tough charac- 
ter who likes to push people 
around." 

It is possible, detectives say, 
that both Pogrob and Mrs. Calli- 
garo knew too much of hoodlum 
operations of some night clubs 





and strip tease places and that| 
this knowledge may be the link , 
between the two slayings. ` | 

Two former convicts were im-, 
portant in the Pogrob investiga- | 
tion. One was Sebastian (Sam)! 
Vermiglio, who had re-entered | 
the United States illegally after | 
being deported. He was arrested 
in Detroit, returned to Milwau-| 
kee and given a-lie detector test 
in connection with the slaying. 
He was again deported after tak- 
ing the test. 

The other was Francis C. 
Stelloh, who refused to take a 
lie detector test. Stelloh was 
arrested on a morals charge and 
his parole from the state prison 
at Waupun was revoked. |

915% St., 

in northwest Milwaukee, reported to the police that POGROB's 

white Cadillac was parked in back of the duplex at that 

address. The car was covered with blood but no clue as to 
POGROB's whereabouts was found. About noon on the same date 
POGROB's body was found іп a small stream on Hy 167, 15 miles 
north of the center of Milwaukee in adjoining Ozaukee County. 

He had been shot 9 times in the head, apparently with two 
different caliber guns. A blindfold was tied about his eyes. 

Тһе 320 lb. body had been shoved from the railing of the 

bridge into the creek. 


To date, investigation by Milwaukee PD and City of Mequon PD 
has failed to identify his assailants. The newspapers, 
police officials and others have speculated on the motive for 
his murder. Robbery cannot, of course, be eliminated, as he 
was found with only 93¢ on his person.

POGROB's automobile, a Cadillac two-door hardtop
